Mode of training the Arabian Horse. 
This interesting traveller thus accounts 
| for the hardihood displayed by the Ara- 
| bian Horses. ‘They are never put under 

shelter, but left exposed to the most in- 
| tense heat of the sun, tied by all four legs 
{to stakes driven in the ground, so that 
'they cannot stir. The saddle is never ta« 
ken from their backs ; they frequently 
drink but once, aud have only one feed of 
barley in twenty-four hours. This rigid 
treatment, so far from wearing them out 
gives them sobriety and speed. I have 
often admired an Arabian steed thus tied 
down to the burning sands, his hair loose- 
ly flowing, his head bowed between his 
legs to fiud a little shade; and stealing 
with his wild eye an oblique glance of his 
master. Release his legs from the shack- 
els, spring upon his back, and he will 
paw in the valey, he will rejoice in his 
strength, he will swallow the ground inthe 
fierceness of his rage: and you recognize 
the original of the picture delienated by 
Job. Eighty or one hundred piastres are 
given for an ordinary horse, which is in 
general less valued than an Ass or Male, 
but a horse of a well known Arabian 
breed will fetch any price. Abdallad, 
Pacha of Damascus, had just given 3000 
piastres for one. The history of a horse 
is frequently the topic of general conver- 
sation. When I was at Jerusalem, the 
feats of one of these steeds made a great 
noise. The Bedouin, to whom the ani- 
mal, a mare, belonged, being pursued by 
the Governor’s Guards, rushed with her 
from the top of the hills that overlooked 

Jericho. Thg mare scoured at full gal- 
lop down an almost perpendicular decliy- 
ity without stumbling, and left the soldiers 
lost in admiration and astonishment. The 

poor creature however dropped down 
dead on entering Jericho, and the Bedou-

A certain 
field bug. the Cimex grisus, conducts her 
family of 30 or 40 young ones asa hen 
does her chickens, She never leaves 
them, and as soon as she begins to move, 
all the littlle ones closely follow, and 
whenever she stops, assemble in a cluster 
round her. A branch of a tree thus peo- 
pled, having been cut off, the mother 
showed every symptom of excessive un- 
easiness. In other circumstances, such 
an alarm would have caused her immedi- 
ate flight ; but now she never stirred from 
her young, but Kept beating her wings in- 
cessantly with a very rapid motion evi- 
dently for the purpose of protecting them 
from the apprehended danger.

Pirates —Havana pepers to the 11th of Oct. 
have been received at the office of the Balti- 
more Patriot, but they contain nothing new. 
A letter to the Editor of the Patriot which ac- 
companied the papers. corroborates the ac- 
count heretofore published ofthe capture of 
several piratical vessels, and contains some 
further particulars, as follows : 
‘‘ The United States’ schooner Peacock 
and British schooner of war Speedwell, 
arrived here a few days since, having cap- 
tured in company, five piratical vessels, 
one mounting nine guns, one five and 
thiee small vessels laden with goods. 
They also destroyed one small vessel, 
and a quantity of property on shore at the 
harbour of Bayo Honda. The Peacock 
fell in with the Speedwell, which was on 
shore on a reef, and would no doubt have 
been captured by the Pirates had not the 
Peacock sent her boats and men to their 
assistatce. The pirates then made for 
the harbour, and the two vessels manned 
their boats and pursued them ; when (as 
has been before stated,) the men all de- 
serted the vessels and fled to the woods. 
One of the prize schooners is now in this 
port, atender to the Peacock. The oth- 
ers, | understand, have been ordered to 
Charleston. A representation of this 
having been made to the government, the 
Governor ordered a detachment of 200 
men by land. Two schooners of war, 
four lanches, and two armed boats with 
200 men, also left here on the 9th inst. in 
pursuit of the piratical gang. This 
movement on the part of the government 
to co-operase with the Americans and 
English, will no doubt put a stop to this 
nefarious business, which it would be ut- 
terly impossible to effect, without the as- 
sistance of land forces.”

double that length,was completely cleared 
of the snow which the day before had 
lain on its icy surface to the depth of two 
feet ; the tops of many small hills were 
left bare, and several large furs and pines 
were torn up. Our host told me it would 
be much worse up in the fields ; and that 
I must not expect the Fins, as it would be 
impossible for them to find the deer. This 
intelligence put me a little out of spirits, 
but not sufficiently so to spoil my break- 
fast, which consisted of coffee and eggs, 
and a roasted rein tongue. I never eat 
any thing finer than the last mentioned 
article, which was extremely rich and 
full of gravy.

Eruption of the old Volcano of Eyafjeld 
Jokkul in Iceland, in December, 1821. 


The remarkable fall of the barometer 
which took place almost simultaneously 
throughout all Europe, on the 26th of De- 
cember, 1821, and which in some cases 
was accompanied with an agitation of the 
magnetic necdle,induced many persons to 
conjecture that some tremenduous con- 
vulsion of nature must have visited some , 
partof the globe. This conjecture has | 
at least been verified by a volcanic erup- 
‘tion of the old volcano of Eyafjelk Jok-| 

kul, which has been in a quiet siate since | 
the year 1612. 

This monatain, otherwise called Mount 
| Hecla, is about 5666 teet in height. It is! 
| nearly equidistant from Holla and fecla, 

and is the southermest of the chain where 
| the dreadful eruption broke out about the 
middle of the last centary. 
} ~ On the 19th December, 1821, the erup- 
tion began. The crater was formed at 
the distance of five miles from the minis- 
ter’s house at Holt, and discharged itself 
through the thick mass of ice that envelo- 
ped it, and which isseldom melted. The 
ice was dispersed in every direction, and 
amass, 18 feei high, and 60 feet in cir- 
cumference, fell towards the north. A 
number of stones of different sizes, relled 
down the mountain, accompanied with a 
noise like thunders and this was imme- 
, diatly followed by a discharge of an enor- 
mous and lofty column of flame, which il- 
_luminated the whole country, and allow- 
, ed the people at Holt to read as perfectly 
within their houses at night ag if it had 
been day. Ashes, stones, gravel, and 
heavy melted masses of rock, some of 
‘which weighed about 50 pounds were 
thrown up, and one of these last was 
found at the distance of five miles from 
the crater. On the day immediately fol- 
lowing the eruption, a great quantity of 
fine greyish-white powder of pumice was | 
discharged, and carried about by the wind 
| so as to fall like snow, through every o- 
pening. It exhaled a disagreeable smell 
of sulphur, brought on affections in the 
eves, and occasioned diseases among the 
| sheep in Vester Eyafjeld and Oster Lan- 
| doe. 
| On the 15th of December, a violent 
Storm raged from the south, and by the 





_ united action of the wind and rain, the 
ficids were cleaned of their sulphurous 
‘dust which had covered them. On the 
| 26th and 27th of December, there was a 
Meavy storm from the north-east, and the 
_ barometer, which had been gradually fall- 
ing since the 18th December, when it was 
29° 16, had reached, on the 26th Decem- 
ber, its lowest point at 23° 49. It isa 
curious fact, however, that on the Sth of 
February the barometer fell to 27 25,a 
time when no earthquake was felt, and no 
apparent change had taken place in the 
eruption. On the 18th of February, the 
_ barometer, which had been at 29 42, on 
on the 11th fell to 2772. So late as the 
,23d of February, the Eyafjeld Jokkul e- 
,mitted smoke greatly resembling the 
steam of boiling water; and some per- 
sons were of opinion that the mountain 
had decreased, and was lower near the 
crater, as it evidently appeared to be 
when viewed in a direction from north to 
south.
